(By H.G.L. Strange) 
are hearing from Britain, 
and from some people in this 
country, that $2.00 wheat basis No. 
1 Northern Fort William is more 
than wheat is really worth, and 
that Britain cannot afford to pay 
that price. It is pointed out, too, 
that in 1914 and for some years 
before that, wheat averaged not 
more than 90 cents a bushel. 
What these good people forget 
is that the Canadian dollar and 
all other currencies in the world 


have generally lost value since 
1914, 
When speaking of prices we 


should think not only of the money 
price but of rather what that 
money will buy. Based on the 
Searle and Dominion indexes of 
the cost of living and production, 
it is found that it takes $2.04 to- 
day for a bushel of wheat to buy 
as much as a bushel at 90 cents 
did in 1914. Actually, then, when 
we speak of $2.00 wheat today we 
are speaking of 90 cent wheat 
in 1914, which in those days was 
certainly not thought to be too 
high a price. Almost all other 
goods and commodities have gone 
up in price in proportion to the 
tise in the cost of living.
